But II the weather clerk ahonld prove 
amiable, and send nnshine Instead of 
rain, there will be a more general eele- 
bratlon, the crowd* will b* larger and 
th* whole affair will b* more satisfac- 
tory and in keeping with the magni- 
tude of the occasion than will be th* 
ease if th* haarea* frown. 


It was raining torrent* and blowing 


a gale from the east when Director- 
General Davis hurried down to the 
World's fair ground* this morning, but, 
despite the fury of the elements; there 
was a large force of men at work put- 
ting 
the nulshlnjr touches to the 


grounds and arranging the interior* of 
the big buildings. Hundreds of men 
and women were busy cleaning up the 
rubbish, removing the piles of gravel 
and dirt, leveling mounds and putting 
the place in holiday attire, so far an the 
weather would permit. Everywhere; 
workmen wen busy with hoe* and 
•hovels, broom* and' rakes, removing 
every particle of dirt and debris on the 
plataa, around the buildings and on the 
lagoons. 
Superfluous Material lying 


in unsightly pile* and obstructing the 
view waa carted away to remote cor- 
ners. 
The landscape gardeners, too, 


were hard at work, despite the rain, 
and the work of sodding the bar* spot* 
went on unabated. 


"We shall be in pretty good shape to- 


morrow morning, rain or shine," said 
Col Davis, "the outside work will 
have to stop to-night of <*/urse, but 
the men on the inside will work right 
through the night and ufc to the time 
of opening the gates to the public to- 
morrow. There will be some evidence 
of incompleteness, of course, but 1 
fancy that the average visitor will find 
little to indicate the tremendous stress 
we have been under for the last month 
We have been delayed by unprecedent- 
edly bad weather; by labor troubles; 
by tardy exhibitors and by a thousand 
and one things that were unforeseen ' 
and could not be guarded against; but 
after all, we have pulled through satis- 
factorily. If only it does not rain to- 
morrow, we shall all be perfectly 
happy." 


Almost while Col. Davis was speak- 


ing, the ram began to slacken, and by 
noon it had ceased altogether. The 
sue did not appear, but the cessation 
of the rain enabled the outside labor- 
ers to pursue their work with re- 
doubled speed. 


Inside the buildings the exhibitors 


were scrubbing floors, cleaning alley- 
ways and decorating their pavilions. 
In the manufacturers' building Colum- 
bian avenue was the scene of the great- 
est activity

—Steamed Indian Padding.-One plat 


batter-milk, on* egg, one-half teaenpful 
sugar, one taWespoonfnl wheat floor, 
aad corn meal to make a batter of me- 
•dtna thteknesa Beat egg aad sugar 
together, add the other ingredients, aad 
Just before turning into a greased 
'basin, add one-half teaspoonfal soda 
dissolved in a little hot water: beat up 
well, place in a ataamer and steam 
three hours. To be senrwd with cream 
and sugar.—Prairie Fanner. 


—Apple Short Cake.—Hake the cake 


of biscuit dough, with a half cup of 
sugar added to it; divide the dough into 
four pieces; roll out thin and take in 
jelly cake tins. When dooe spread each 
cake with good butter; on this place a 
thick layer of stewed aad sweetened 
apples—the tartest apples are best. 
Pile the layers one above the other, and 
seatter sugar over the upper crust 
Place in a hot oven for seven or eight 
minutes, and serve hot, with whipped 
cream —Farmer's Voice. 


—Chicken Pie.—A delicious breakfast 


dish is made by simmering the bones 
after picking off toe meat Put this 
Uouid in a deep pudding dish, set over 
the fire, and thicket: with one table- 
spoonfnl each of butter and flour 
rubbed together. Season with salt and 
pepper, add two or three chopped boiled 
eggs and the chicken. Spread over the 
top highly seasoned, moist mashed po- 
tatoes, brush over the top with white 
of egg and cook twenty minutes in a 
hot oven.—N. Y. Observer. 


—Ham Dumplings.—Chop Anne cold 


boiled ham, the fat and lean in equal 
proportions; season it with pepper and 
minced sage. Make a crust, allowing 
half a pound of chopped suet, or half a 
pound of butter, to one pound of flour. 
Boll it out about half an inch thick and 
divide it into equal portions. Put some' 
of the chopped ham into each and close 
up the crust. Have ready a pot of boil- 
ing water and put in the dumplings. 
Boil them steadily about three-quarters 
of an hour. 
Serve while hot.—Ohio

—Sugar Wafer*.—Take sugar the 


weight of two eggs and floor the weight 
of one egg. Stir the three eggs and 
the sugar for a quarter of aa hour; add 
the. flour and half a teaspoonful of 
minced orange peel or candied orange 
flowers, and put little heaps of it on a 
very thinly buttered sheet iron pan 
three inches apart 
Dust them over 
trith granulated sugar, and bake in a 
moderately hot oven. After they are 
done, remove them while hot, and bend 
them over a rounded stick in the shape 
of a scroll. Or shape them like cornu- 
copias, and fill them with whipped 
tream. —Boston Budget
